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Offers school bus aid, 
attacked, car ripped-off

Scott Johnson, 20 , Antioch, had an ex- 
perience early Friday /April 20, that shows 
why so many people don't stop to help when 
someone is in trouble. 

Johnson stopped to offer aid to what he 
thought was an. Antioch High School school 
bus in trouble as it sat in a ditch off of Grand 
Ave. and 1-94. 

The thanks he got was to be attacked by 
one of the bus' occupants and to have his 1976 
Chevy Blazer stolen . 

, According to the Lake County Sheriffs 
Dept., the bus was probably stolen about 
11:30, p.m., on Thursday, April 19. That 
department was informed of the theft around 
midnight by the Antioch Police Dept.. 

When Johnson offered aid to the four or 
five occupants of the bus, he was asked if the 
Blazer could pull the bus out of the ditch. 
When he said it couldn't and offered to phone 



for help, turning his back on the occupants 
he found himself in a headlock from behind. 

His assailant forced his face into the dirt at 
the bottom of the ditch and warned him to 
stay there. The former occupants of the bus 
then took his vehicle and headed west on 
Grand Ave.. 

A. state-wide alert for the Blazer was put 
out and at 12:10 p.m., the Buffalo Grove 
Police enterred into a high speed chase with 
the Blazer on Dundee Rd,, losing it in the 
area of. Rte. 12 and Lake-Cook Rd., as- it 
headed south. 

The bus was returned to Antioch un- 
damaged. Lt. Tom Fisher of the Antioch 
Police Dept. said that investigation showed 
that the bus had been hot-wired. Evi.dence of 
the attempt to hot-wire another school bus 
was also found, as well as additional clues 
that have been sent to the crime lab for 
analysis.

Sentenced to life 

Reach murder verdict 
in Air Force slaying^ 



Air Force Sgt. Larry Beach, 22, has been 
convicted by a New Mexico jury of first 
degree murder. At the end of an eight-day 
trial, concerning the fatal shooting of Air 
Force Pvt. David Palaske, 20, of Antioch, the 
jury returned its verdict after a two-and-one- 
half hour deliberation.. 

According to 12th Judicial District Dist. At- 
ty. Steven Sanders, the prosecuting attorney, 
Beach was sentenced to life imprisonment. 
He has already started to serve that sentence 
in the Sante Fe State Penitentary. He will be 
eligible for parole consideration in 30 years. 

Beach had confessed to the bet. 22 murder 
of Palaske when he was arrested by the 
Otero County Sheriff's Dept., almost im- 
mediately after the body was found. At, the 
trial he pled temporary insanity.. 

According to Sanders, a psychologist., 
testified that Beach, who was a. user of 
marijuana and cocaine, would not have been 
able to distinguish right from wrong within 
two or three hours of the substance abuse. 

State's witnesses testified that Beach had 
been angry at Palaske because of his refusal 
to pay a $50 bet and had told them he was 
going to "buddy-up" to Palaske and then kill 
him. They thoughthe was joking. 



■ Sgt. Wayne Bauband said that Beach told 
him that he and Palaske had driven out to the 
desert where he shot Beach twice. 

Both men had been stationed at Holloman 
Air Force Base, near Almogordo, New 
Mexico, where they were jet fighter 
mechanics assigned to the 49th Component 
Repair Squadron of the 49th Tactical Flight 
Wing.

Charge of^battery and,' since all the other 
charges were dropped, the jury was 
discharged. 

'Singer sentenced TecfNielsen to pay a $100 
tine, court costs and also to three months of 
supervision: 

The judge, .reportedly dropped both a 
charge of battery and one of resisting arrest 
'against Ted Nielsen because of insufficient 
evidence and conflicting prosecution 
testimony; He dropped charges of resisting 
arrest and disorderly conduct against the 
other two for the same reasons. 

. State's .Atty. Fred Foreman said that he 
thought that the Antioch Police personnel 



had 
case. 



done a "good job of testifying in the 



"The state dropped the rest of the charges, 
which were the weakest-part' of our case, af- 
ter the judge dropped the charges that were 
the strongest part of our case. I did tell Quilty 
that, although he didn't have" to, he should 
have discussed the dropping of the rest of the 
charges with the Antioch PbljCe before he did 
it," said Foreman, 

Foreman stressed that no plea bargaining 
.was done. He said, that in his opinion, Ted 
Nielsen's sentence was a lenient one, but the 
straight plea left the state's attorney's office 
nothing with which to negotiate for a 
stronger.one. v . 

The three. Nielsens were reportedly at the 
police station -to ^>ail out a friend who had 
been arrested for driving under the influence 
of alcohol after they had attended a party. 

Antioch Police Officer fton Roth was taken 
for emergency treatment of a sprained wrist 
and Sgt. Charles Watkins had his uniform 
torn when he was knocked over a garbage 
can. . 

Ted Nielsen reportedly said he had to go to 
the hospital for treatment afterwards and 
has threatened to sue the Antioch Police for 
brutality.

techniques. The course, 
completed in one evening, 
consists of a film, lecture, in- 
struction and practice on 
both adult and infant man- 
nequins. 

The course teaches how to 
recognize an unconscious 
victim, how to determine if 
the victim has fainted or if' 
breathing or circulation 
have stopped. Once this is 
determined the course then 
teaches, step by step, what 
to do and in which sequence. 

CPR training also teaches 
which methods and in which 
order to use in the case of an 
obstructed airway 

(choking). 

When an individual com- 
pletes CPR training a cer- 
tificate is issued which ex- 
pires in a year. To maintain 
CPR skills, annual review, 
including practice on 
-manikins, is necessary.
